Families in crisis get 
a helping hand 


CKUA broadcaster Andy 
Donnelly has a lot of loyal listen- 
ers who tune in every Friday 
evening to listen the program he 
hosts, The Celtic Show. Knowing 
that, Donnelly has decided to 
enlist the aid of those listeners 
and of the station’s province-wide 
network of volunteers to help the 
less fortunate this Christmas. 

Calling the program A Celtic 
Christmas, Donnelly is encourag- 
ing Albertans to make donations 
to emergency shelters protecting 
victims of family violence.

There are 
specific techniques that can be 
taught to increase speed and 
eliminate waste. “That's what my 
company is all about.”

Armed with newly legislated eno, two crusading bureaerats are e taking on n the city’s $ most shameful |

S they sit at the back of a near- 
A: empty courtroom, waiting 

for their arch enemy to show 
up, Mike Brown and Nick Skip- 
pings slip into old habits. Brown 
leans back and appears to be lost 
in contemplation as he gazes at the 
ceiling. Almost dreamily, he mut- 
ters in a broad English accent to 
Skippings. “I don’t see any sprin- 
klers.” 

They're used to killing time in 
courtrooms, especially when they 
deal with Monica Leung. The 
matriarch of Edmonton's most 
notorious slum landlord family is 
habitually late. 

A few minutes after 10 a.m. 
Judge Eric Lefsrud decides to give 
Leung until 10:30. If she doesn’t 
show, Lefsrud says, he'll give 
Brown and Skippings what they 
want: the go-ahead to tear down 
one of her family’s houses, which, 
according to affidavits filed by the 
City of Edmonton, is “in danger of 
imminent collapse.” It’s one of at 
least seven rental properties own- 
ed by the family that sits on the 
city’s books as unfit for human 
habitation. 

The city has ordered all seven 
buildings be torn down, but last 
week Leung went to court to try to 
have the orders quashed. She 
argues that she has engineers’ 
reports declaring all the buildings 
repairable, and that the city must 
give her adequate time to fix them. 
City lawyers argue that it’s not 
enough that the buildings are fix- 
able. They need to know that the 
owner actually plans to do the 
work. In the most acute case, at 
11949 - 77 St., the building has 
been condemned three times in 
the dozen years Leung's family has 
owned it... 

At 10:15 a tiny, rumpled, grand- 
motherly figure bustles into the 
courtroom. As she drapes her coat 
over the back of a chair, Monica 
Leung says brightly to Lefsrud, “hi, 
how are you? I haven’t seen you in 
a long time.” The judge grimaces in 
reply and asks Leung where her 
lawyer is. Leung answers that she 
can’t afford a lawyer but Peter 
Newton, who represents her on 
other matters, will appear as a 
friend of the court. 

Newton shows up a few minutes 
later and confesses that he hasn't 
even had time to read all the docu- 
mentation the court is considering. 
Lefsrud agrees to give Newton the 
weekend to familiarize himself 
with the case, but adds, “there has 
been far too much time wasted 
already on 11949.” He warns 
Leung, “on Monday morning, I’m 
sure my order will be, that building

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From Bowie to b-sides 


Emm Gryner continues her musical journey — on her own terms

t might seem unusual for an 
fess that has been in the public 

eye for a relatively short time to 
put out an assortment of previous- 
ly unavailable tunes, the usual 
route of artists who have exceeded 
their lifespan, or who just have 
nothing better to use to scrape 
together a little cash (hello Yoko!). 

Clearly this is not the case with 
Emm Gryner. Recently the 
Toronto-based singer-songwriter 
put together Dead Relatives, a col- 
lection of previously unreleased 
songs for those fans so devoted 
they just could not wait for her to 
release her next record. It’s a col- 
lection of b-sides and things she 
just had lying around since she 
began this career, bits ‘n’ bites that 
fans have been clamouring for on 
disc. 

“When people actually like the 
songs it makes you kind of excit- 
ed, because you think if people 
like the b-sides, wait until you hear 
the next album,” Gryner says. 

That’s another reason for Dead 
Relatives. It buys her a little time 
so she can create a new work 
she'd feel proud of. 

“I wanted to make the next one 
as great as I can, so that means not 
rushing it. It was a crazy year.”

When playing a few shows in New 
York City last year, she met Holly 
Palmer, another of Bowie’s backup 
crew, who was a fan of Gryner. 
“When they were looking for 
someone, she just mentioned my 
name and then there I was.” 

As exciting and, let’s face it, 
glamourous as it was, Gryner sees 
through the glitzy part to the valu- 
able learning experience under- 
neath.

The experience, which has con- 
tinued into the present (she’s just 
added vocals to Bowie’s next 
album) has been positive. 

“It’s sort of a magical feeling to 
be around him. I think myself and 
everyone in the band kind of takes 
away something different from it.

One part of her past she’s had to 
revisit has been the life of an indie 
artist. After a short stint at 
Mercury Records, the label decid- 
ed to “reorganize.” 

“A lot of the comforts of a major 
label aren’t there anymore, but it’s 
easy to forget the fact that there 
were uncomfortable parts as well. 
It’s nice to be able to call all the 
shots, whereas, when you sign to a 
label, there are people that you 
could pass on the street that you

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Jazzed about watching television 


Bravo! documents history-making performances at the Montreal Jazz Festival

ast week, while doing some 

mid-afternoon channel surfing, 

this music fan got a strong and 
instant reminder — television does 
every now and again offer some 
incredible viewing and listening 
experiences. Because of the time 
slot, most of us probably don’t find 
ourselves around the tube at 4 
p.m. on weekdays, but that hap- 
pens to be the time when Bravo! 
airs, with regularity, jazz program- 
ming. 

One of the best offerings the net- 
work has kept in rotation since 
coming on air is the string of con- 
certs from various editions of the 
Montreal Jazz Festival, some dat- 
ing as far back as the 1970s and, 
even more importantly, document- 
ing performances from some great 
artists who are no longer with us. 

This particular afternoon the 
hour-long set found a terrific com- 
bination of Cuban and American 
musicians serving up a percolating 


and pulsating concoction that had 
this viewer transfixed. 

The leader of this troupe was 
trumpet player Roy Hargrove and 
sharing the bandstand with him 
was an all-star cast that included 
virtuoso pianist Chucho Valdez, 
tenor saxophonist David Sanchez, 
trombone ace Frank Lay and gui- 
tarist Ed Cherry. It was pure musi- 
cal magic bursting off the stage 
and a wowed and enthralled Mon- 
treal audience reacted with the 
kind of enthusiasm usually reserv- 
ed for rock shows. 

With Tony Bennett in the crowd 
cheering on the soloists, the set 
was brilliantly captured by the on- 
site production crew. Sonically it 
even sounded balanced and 
defined , even on a somewhat anti- 
quated television set. As is usually 
the case with this series, the cam- 
era crew framed musicians beauti- 
fully and the director of the pro- 
gram hung on to shots for more 
than 2-1/2 seconds, giving the 


viewing audience the full effect of 
the technical and creative bril- 
liance evolving on the bandstand. 

Valdez, Sanchez, Hargrove and a 
couple of Cuban percussionists 
continually stoked the fire and 
even if only a sliver of the excite- 
ment was caught in the translation, 
it was'a wonderful piece of televi- 
sion. 

The icing came in the form of 
interviews with Hargrove and 
Valdez, plus some historical snap- 
shots of the decades-old connec- 
tion between American jazz musi- 
cians and their Cuban peers. 

It’s certainly more hit than miss 
when it comes to the ongoing 
Montreal Jazz Festival broadcasts 
and there are a couple that are 
likely worth catching in the next 
few weeks. 

On Dec. 1, Diana Krall — with 
lots of assistance from heavy- 
weight guitarist Russell Malone — 
is in the Montreal spotlight, and 
the following week (Dec. 8), the 


Latin sound returns with Brazil's 
Esberto Gismonti Trio.

If you are around the radio late 
Sunday night, (Nov. 26), Jazz Beat 
on CBC Radio One is airing anoth- 
er concert from Montreal that was 
taped last summer.

s it fair to reject this new Grinch

Well, there’s your answer, of 
course. “The charm and artistry of 
Jim Carrey and Ron Howard” is 
where this project really stumbles. 

No, this is Hollywood's How the 
Grinch Stole Christmas and if you 
care about the original at all, then 
the new version will just make you 
angry and upset. 

This Grinch has little of the 
magic or sly wit of the original. 
Instead, it’s slick, contemporary 
and “hip.” There are jokes about 
fax machines. There are refer- 
ences to “time outs,” and other Jim 
Carrey movies. At one point, 
Carrey, after delivering some actu- 
al Seuss-penned dialogue, gasps, “I 
can’t BELIEVE I’m talking in 
RHYME!” 

That’s the kind of joke to 
expect, a constant winking and 
mugging for the camera. But it’s 
not all irony and modern-day gags. 
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There’s also roast beast-sized help- 
ings of schmaltzy sentimentalism 
as well. No story about the Grinch 
would be complete, for example, 
without a probing look at his trou- 
bled childhood, or an addle-mind- 
ed romantic subplot. 

Because in this film, Carrey’s 
Grinch has to be a protagonist. He 
has to be likable. Which means 
that five minutes into the film, we 
see that he’s actually a big ol’ softy 
who just wants to be loved. Fine, 
except that it rips the whole point 
of the character out and drains the 
life out of his big moment of 
redemption at the end. : 

So is it just trash? Is that all it is? 
Perhaps not. If you can divorce 
yourself completely from the origi- 
nal, sever any emotional connec- 
tion whatsoever, then The Grinch 
could still come off as a pretty
